DEATH AND ACCIDENT. 


A Carpenter’s Legs Crushed 
by Car Wheels. 


A DUARTE DEAF MUTE KILLED, 


Foiaoned by R o u sh oil R ats—A Boy 
F a lls T h ro u g h a S k y lig h t. 
A L im e B ath. 


About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Jam es Fitzpatrick, a carpenter in the 
employ of the Southern California Rail­ 
road Company, was engaged in making 
some repairs on a car which was stand­ 
ing on a switch near the First-street 
depot. 
In order to reach the place 
which needed repairing, Fitzpatrick was 
obliged to stoop beneath the car, and whi'e 
he was in this position, another car was 
backed down the switch towards him. 
Before he was aware of his danger, the 
moving car had collided with the one on 
which he was working, and be was 
thrown to the ground by the concussion 
such a position that the wheels ol 
both cars passed over his legs, crushing 
them horribly. 
His cries brought some 
of the employees, who had been unaware 
of his presence, to his assistance, and he 
was picked up and carried to the com* 
pany’s dispsnsary, near the First-street 
bridge. 
Drp. Morrison and Wing were 
summoned and hastened to his aid; but, 
owing to his age and the critical condi- 
tioo in which they found him on their 
arrival, consequent upon the terrible 
shock his system had sustained, it was 
considered unsafe to perform the opera­ 
tion of am putating the injured limbs. 
The hemorrhage was stopped, however, 
and every precaution taken to eave his 
life, ami his wife and family were noti­ 
fied of the accident. It waB found upon 
examination that the right leg was al­ 
most severed just bslovtr the knee, while 
the left limb was crushed and mangled 
just, above the ankle, and in addition the 
patient had received other less severe 
injuries, both internally and externally. 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick and two of her 
five children 
visited 
their unfortu­ 
nate relative about 5 o’clock, at which 
time there appeared to be but little hope 
of his recovery, and a most affecting 
scene occurred. 
At 7 o’clock, however, 
it was deemed necessary to am putate the 
injured portions of the limbs, aud the 
operation was performed, bur the un­ 
fortunate man succumbed to his injuries 
at a few minutes before II o’clock lost 
night. 
Fitzpatrick was for some time on the 
police force of this city under the Darcy 
and Cuddy administrations, and was 
universally esteemed by all who knew 
him . 


that her husband was sick, and that she 
suspected th at he had taken the contenta 
of a box of "Rough on Rats,” from the 
fact that it was missing from its place of 
concealment over one of the windows. 
They at once went into the house and 
found the deceaeed vomiting and appar­ 
ently suffering intensely; 
but when 
questioned, he refused to allow them to 
do anything for him, or explain bis 
strange sickness. 
About 5:30 o’clock, 
however, one of his children came into 
the room and he became more rational 
and appeared to realize hia danger, for 
be s ated that he had taken several 
► pxm fulsof "Rough on Rata,” with in­ 
tent to take his life. 
His relatives did 
everything within their limited power to 
assuage his sufferings, and he was fur­ 
nished with sweet milk, whisky and 
ginger brandy ; but as he appeared to be­ 
come worse during the night, hia brother, 
who had been sitting up with him, came 
to town f r a physician about noon on 
Monday. 
Dr. 8. D. Chamlee, of Ann 
street, was summoned, and on going out 
about 2 o’clock in the afternoon, found 
his patient suffering 
from 
araenical 
prisoning. 
He worked upon him for 
several hours, but informed the sick 
m an’s relatives that there was little or no 
hope of hia recovery, and 
although 
another physician vrai called in at 9 
o ’clock, and every effort was made to 
stimulate the patient, he expired at 11 
o’clock on Monday night. 
I t was believed by his relatives that 
Lynn’s insanity was caused by his hav­ 
ing been struck on the head with a club 
by a drunken man in Portland, Oregon, 
some eeven years ago. 
The jury, on 
hearing the facts as above recorded, re­ 
turned a verdict to the effect that the 
deceased, “ Asa D. Lynn, a naiive of 
Iowa, 27 vears of age, came to his death 
the 3d inst., from an overdose of 
poison taken by him3elf wilh intent to 
commit suicide.”

A BOY’8 FALL. 


A D e a f M u te W a lk e d o u t li e W r o n g 
T r a c k . 
Coroner Meredith field an inquest at 
Monrovia yesterday morning upon the 
body of Manuel Lopez, a native Califor­ 
nian, about 55 years of age, who was 
killed on Monday evening by being struck 
by a freight train of the Southern Califor­ 
nia Railroad Company, between that 
place and Duarte. 
From tli9 testimony 
of E. M. Wardall and E. B. Norman, two 
farmers who reside at Duarte, it was 
learned that while on th d r way home 
from work about G o’clock on Monday 
evening they passed Lopez, who was fa­ 
miliarly termed “ Dummy,” on account 
of hia being a deaf mute. 
He was walk­ 
ing along the track, about 103 yards from 
the Mountain avenue crossing, with his 
head down, as if in deep thought. 
Afew 
minutes after they had passed him , and 
they turned up the avenue iu the 
direction of their homes, they noticed a 
freight 
train 
coming 
west towards 
them, and as it did so the engi­ 
neer 
Bounded 
his 
whistle for the 
crossing. 
Almost immediately after­ 
wards the danger whistle sounded three 
times and the traia pulled up sharply. 
Both witnesses and a laborer named L. 
Haydeck ran back about 200 yards along 
the track and found the miiie lying on 
the south side of the track and about 
six feet from the rails. 
He was picked 
up apparently lifeless, but after awhile 
motioned with his left hand to indicate 
that he was hurt internally in the region 
of the chest. The train was backed up 
and the injured man conveyed iu the ca­ 
boose to Monrovia, but af er lingering for 
a few hours he died. 
An exam ination 
of the body was made and it was found 
that several of the ribs were broken and 
that the corner of the atearabox had made 
a hole in his left side in the region of 
the heart, while bis head was badly con­ 
tused by the force of hia fall after having 
been struck by the train. 
The jury on 
learning the facts returned a verdict in 
ac ordance therew ith, and exonerated 
the employees of the railroad company 
from all blame in the matter. 
Lopez ivas highly esteemed by all who 
knew him, and the ranchers in the vicin­ 
ity of Monrovia preferred him to other 
help on account of his honesty and faith­ 
fulness, consequently lie was able to se­ 
cure better pay than the average laborer 
for hia services. It is not known w hether 
he w'as married or not.

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Restrained From Signing 
City Demands. 


ARSON IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 


Lattim ors Convicted After a Loner 
T rial—The Chandler and 
Other Cases. 


Among the new suits will be found one 
brought by C. J. Richards, restraining 
City Auditor Lopez from auditing certain 
demands, and City Treasurer Johnson 
from paying the same until their legality 
has been determined npon. Tkeee de­ 
mands were the subject of a message 
from the Mayor on Monday, and caused 
considerable discussion in the Council. 
The Mayor stated in his message that he 
had some time before drawn the attention 
of the Council to the provisions of the 
charter requiring that all amounte over 
$300 should be paid only on contracts, 
and that all under that figure required 
the passage of ordinances authorizing 
their payment. This being the case he 
held that the demands referred to pre­ 
sented to him for his approval were not 
legally contracted, there having been no 
ordinances authorizing the expenditure 
of the money. He therefore refu ed to 
approve them and sent them back to the 
Council, which, after a warm debate, ap­ 
proved them over his veto and ordered 
them paid. 
The complaint filed yesterday states 
that on the 20th of January the Council 
approved and ordered these pretended 
claims paid as though the same were 
valid. On the 27th of January they 
were presented to the Mayor for his ap­ 
proval, but he rejacted them, and on the 
3d of February returned them to the 
Council, which again ordered them paid. 
The complaint was accompanied by an 
order restraining the Auditor and Treas­ 
urer from auditing or paying the de­ 
mands. 
IN THE COI R IS. 
L a ttlm o r e C o n v ic te d o f A r s o n In 
th e f i r s t D eg ree. 
The trial of the negro, John E. Latti- 
more, was concluded in Department 1 
yesterday morning. After argument it 
was given to the jury, and in a very short 
space of time these twelve men good and 
true returned a verdict of guilty of arson 
in the first degree. The ca^e was a hard 
one to get a verdict on. This is evidenced 
by the fact that the negro nas been tried 
two or three times before and no reealt 
reached. The trouble is that the evi­ 
dence is purely circumstantial, and it is 
difficult to remove all reasonable doubt 
from the minds of all the jury. In this

«kill and the conviction is largely due to 
his thorough work. 
Deputy District 
Attorney McComaa aided by 
his 
effective cross-examination 
of 
the 
defendant, which had the effect of get­ 
ting the wily negro excited sufficiently 
to make him tax . 
Sentence will be 
passed hereafter. 
This case was f flowed by tee trial of 
Burdette Chandler, an ex-councilman, 
charged with taking a bribe as a member 
of the Council. This is the noted elec­ 
tric clock game case. The details have 
all appeared several times in the H e r a ld . 
F. G. Teed, clerk of the Council, was the 
first witness. He was put cn to show 
that Chandler was in the Council 
and voted on the licensing of the 
dock. There was a great legal dispute 
between W. P. Gardiner, Cbandier’s 
counsel. and the District Attorney as to 
the admission of this testimony. 
The 
main point raised is that the indictment 
charges that in January 4, 1&S8, Chand­ 
ler got $300. from F. O. Rodman, man­ 
ager of the Turf and Grain Exchange, 
owned by Rodman, of this city, and 
Henry Schwartz end Jerry Driscoll, of 
San Francisco, and that he received the 
money under a promise that he would 
vote in the Council against the suppres­ 
sion of the clock game. But the clock 
game was not licensed at all at the date 
referred to in the indictment. No such 
license was issued until the 16th of 
March, more than two months later. 
The ordinance to lisence the clock was 
before the Council at the time, and it be­ 
gins to look as if the charge ought to 
have been that Chandler took the money 
to vote for the passage of the ordin 
ance. The facts were finally allowed 
to be put in, although the court inti 
mated very plaiüly that he thought 
Judge Gardiner was perfectly right in 
the position he took. As the prosecution 
was allowed to go on and put iu all the 
testimony there was on their side, they 
rested before court adjourned. 
After Mr. Teed there were examined 
Henry Schwartz, Sidney Lacy and Mr. 
Rodman. The three told in substance 
of Chandler going to the Turf and Grain 
Exchange with the supposable intention 
of breaking the bank bahind the clock 
But the electric current was too strong 
for the city dad, and broke him. Then, in 
the language of the sporting fraternity, 
Chandler “squealed.” 
In December 
he 
got $200 back, having made 
threats 
that if the money 
t 
not paid he would make it cost the firm 
a good deal of money. So the money 
was given him under a promise that he 
would not come again to play. Then in 
January he came and said he was a big 
loser and that he wanted more money. 
He was reminded of bis promise not to 
play, but he said he played through third 
parties. He said he muBt have money, 
that be had pawned his wife’s jewels 
and she was going to a party and if he 
did not get the things for her she would 
find it out and make things disagreeable 
at the house. By threats of making it 
cost the firm heavily, and saying 
he had a ‘'pull,” as the Mayor 
would stand 
by 
him, 
he got 
$300. He then promised not to play 
agwin and to be a friend to the game 
outside. 
Later he Btruck the clock 
people for $1,000 on the oame old plead­ 
ings, but did not get it. That is in 
substance the testimony of the three 
witnesses for the peop’e. 
When the 
District Attorney announced that the 
people were ready to rest, court ad 
joarned. 
No doubt a motion to quash 
the indictment will be renewed this 
morning, and it may be granted. 
The Edelman cases came up in De­ 
partment 3, and were continued until 
Saturday, at which date Captain Knox 
and Major Furrey, of the late Grand 
Jnrv, are cited to appear again. 
The case of Banning «gainst Banning 
came up in Department 2. The case 
is an old one and has been up before 
the Supreme Court. It is in regard to 
the partition of a part of the Banning 
estate, and the only question at issue is 
brought by the defendants, who are con­ 
testing the title of heirs and the validity 


of certain deeds. 
The whole matter of 
partition has been left to a commission 
of three persons, each party to the action 
selecting one and Judge Clark the third, 
who must be a surveyor. Messrs. C. 1. 
Healey and Hon. J. R. Toberman have 
been agreed upon by the Bannings. 
Judge Clark will name the third in a 
day or two. 
Joseph Swope was before Department 
2 and a commission in lunacy. He 
is ordered committed to Stockton. 
In the same department F. H. Oedtng 
and Jo^an H. Fortbman. both natives 
of Germany, were made citizens. 
Before Judge McKinley, Harrington, a 
vagrant, was brought on a writ of habeas 
corpus, 
Harrington was committed by 
Justice Stanton of the court which the 
Supreme Court has declared unconstitu­ 
tional. He was released from custody, 
but was at once rearrested by an officer 
in waiting. 
There are a number of 
similar cases, but it is thought they will 
not resort to the habeas corpus proceed­ 
ings to regain their lost liberty, as they 
will all be rearresteil, and tried before 
Juetice Austin, by which they may get 
as severe a sentence as before, and lose 
all the time already spent in jail. 
Jack Dunn will not be able to avail 
himself of this decision, as no motion to 
set aside the judgment on those grounds 
was made by him. He will “go over 
the road,” as he is under sentence. 
Of the venire of thirty-two term trial 
jurors returned in the United States Dis­ 
trict Court, fifteen were excused for vari­ 
ous causes, principally sickness. 
A 
special venire for thirty additional jurorB 
was ordered issued, returnable next 
Tuesday.

Major E. W. Jones recently received a 
letter from Thomas Taylor, of Cedar City, 
relative to railway matters in Utah and 
Nevada. He says that heavy snows have 
delayed the work somewhat, but he 
quotes Mr. Cameron as etating that it 
was President Adams’s wish that the 
extension of tho Utah Central should lie 
pushed as rapidly as possible, which is 
said to mean thus far a rato of a mile ft 
day. Mr. Cameron also told Mr. Taylor 
that Mr. Adams had said the Hue would 
come to Los Angeles. 
Mr. Taylor was ono of the first to dis­ 
cover the fact that thero was some other 
road at work endeavoring to get to Los 
Angeles besides the Union Pacific, and 
the information w as nmde public by the 
H e r a l d . Mr. Taylor says that there are 
two companies of surveyors at work iu 
Utah for this other line, and he thinks 
they mean business. He suggests that 
whatever subsidies are offered from Los 
Angeles come in the shape of a proposit ion 
to the railroad which shall build into this 
city first. Ho says that the Utah, Ne­ 
vada and California Company, with ft 
capital of twenty millions, have secured 
a right-of-way through the city of Provo 
for two years. Mr. Tiernan, the presi­ 
dent, conducted the negotiations.

E d ito r s H e r a l d—Mr. George says 
that neither labor nor capital should be 
taxed, but all needed revenues for all 
purposes should be derived from land 
values. 
This system would place the most 
burdensome taxation on one claes of 
labor ever devised by the brain of man. 
Land has but little practical value ex­ 
cept what may bo developed by labor. 
It is true that in a state of nature land 
produces a spontaneous growth upon 
which wild animals fit for human food 
subsist. But they are of no uso until 
prepared for such food by the labor of 
the hunter. 
In settled communities lands are only 
valuable on account of bein'? utilized by 
labor for the production of crops or for 
building purposes; or, if not so utilized 
at present, the practicability of their 
being thus utilized in the future. In any 
case, land can only be made valuable by 
labor. Without labor it would ho prac­ 
tically worthless. The labor required to 
cultivate the soil and build houses is the 
main thing that addo to the original 
nominal value of land. It is trne that 
land aud houses in or near a large city 
are more valuable than similar lands and 
houses far remote from the city, but 
with'ait labor 
they 
would 
be 
equally 
valueless in either caee 
Land that can neither bo cultivated nor 
used for building purposes or for mining 
must forever remain without value 
Hence labor is the foundation, the groat 
essential thing upon which rests the 
value oi all land. 
Now when Mr. George would levy all 
taxes on land values tie would simply 
tax the labor that develops aud utilizas 
those lands; consequently the entire 
taxes of the country would have to be 
paid by the labor of those who till the 
soil or build houses. 
On Sunday qvoning I asked Mr. 
George whether the farmers under his 
system would not have to add tho 
amount of their extra taxes to the price 
of their farm products, thus increasing 
the price of human food. He answered 
that such would not be the result How 
ever, I know 4hat if, under the George 
system of taxation, the pries of farm 
products did not advance in proportion 
to 
the 
increased 
taxation, 
that 
the present 
occupants or owners 
of 
land 
could 
not 
cultivate 
it more than one year, but would then 
ba sold out for taxes, und thus, at one 
fell swoop, would be destroyed the foun­ 
dation of our society, the dearest and 
most sacred spot on earth, the home­ 
stead. 
But, for the sake of argument wo will 
give Mr. George the benefit of his own 
theories, and it naturally and logically 
follows that he, the great champion of 
labor, proposes a system that would free 
Jay Gould, Vanderbilt, and all such men 
from all taxation, and fas'en the whole 
burden upon the labor of those who till 
the soil and build houses. Without labor 
the land can pay nothing, consequently 
the labor that makes the land available 
or productive would pay al) taxes. And 
then what a glorious time the non-tax 
pavers, money sharks, dead beats and 
loafers would have in inducing the Fed 
eral, State and municipal authorities to 
make extravagant expenditures.

E d ito r s H e r a l d — Being, perhaps un­ 
fortunately, the owner of a house in this 
Angelic City, I today found left on the 
premises a printed notice, signed by the 
City Engineer, notifying me that certain 
numbers should be affixed on the house

said ordinance wiihin five days, you will 
be subjected to the penalty therein pro­ 
vided, of a fine of not less than $10, nor 
more than $30, or imprisonment in the 
County Jaii for not less than ten days 
nor more than thirty days.”

ticable and constitutional, that the Coun­ 
cil appoint a city fool-kilier, whose 
function will be, in detecting any City 
Father in the act of doing anything 
sensible, or, for the matter of that, any­ 
thing honest, to kill him without any 
notice whatever, and so avoid the ex­ 
pense of boarding the city at the County 
Jail.

KULES SOON TO BE REPOKTEU. 


The Samo.in Treaty Ratified by the 
Senate—Hr. Carlisle’s Address 
to the Country. 


[Associated Press Dispatches to tho'HXBALix 
W a sh in g t o n , February 4.—That the 
Democrats did not consider themselves 
yet vanquished, and that they proposed 
to thro7 every obstacle to the transac­ 
tion of business until rules were adopted 
for Ihe government of the House, was 
shown by their demand for the reading 
of yesterday's jouruai in full this morn­ 
ing. The reading having been completed, 
McKinley moved that the journal be ap­ 
proved and demanded the previous ques­ 
tion. The previous question was ordered : 
Yeas 165, nays 0, a number of Demo­ 
crats being entered on the journal as 
present and not voting. 
Springer questioned the correctness of 
the tally, but when, in response to the 
Speaker’s request, he expressed his in­ 
ability to point out any individual in­ 
stance of eiror, n> objection was made 
to the announcement of the vote, 
but several 
Democrats 
kept 
a 
strict count on 
the 
vote 
on 
the approval of the journal. The jour­ 
nal was approved, yeas 103, nays none, 
a constitutional quorum being counted 
by the Speaker. 
«Springer moved to adjourn, suggesting 
that this was a proper time to enter such 
a motion, and on this occasion the motion 
was entertained by the Speaker, only to 
be defeated by a vote of yeas 114, nays 
161.The Speaker then proceeded to lay be­ 
fore the House Senate bills for reference, 
and among them one for the relief of 
the Treasurer of the United States, from 
the amount :.ow charged to him and de­ 
posited wiih the eeveral States. This 
bill the Speaker referred under the rules 
to the committee on ways and means. 
Bland moved that the bill be referred 
to the committee on appropriations. 
The Speaker at first declined to enter­ 
tain Bland’s motion, hut after debate said 
tha*; for the present the chair would fol­ 
low the ruling of the last House. 
Springer demanded the reading of the 
bill, and expressed his ability to rhow by 
pirliamentsry practice that the demand 
should be complied with. 
The Speaker ignored «Springer, but the 
latter was indefatigable, and finally the 
Speaker directed the reading of the bill. 
Bland’s motion was defeated, yeas 9, 
noes 151, a quorum being counted by the 
Speaker. 
Flower moved that the bill ho re­ 
ferred to the committee on judiciary; 
defeated, 
yeas 94, noeB 135. For 
the 
first 
time 
in 
eeveral days 
this 
was 
not 
a 
strict 
party 
vote. When the result was announced 
McKinley moved the referen ce of the bill 
to the committee on ways and means, 
and upon that motioa demanded the pre­ 
vious question. 
McCreary then moved to adjourn, but 
the Speaker declined to entertain the 
motion. 
The Spsaker said that ordinarily a 
motion to adjourn was in order, but the 
situation of the Houso was such as to 
render it improbable that the House de­ 
sired to take such action. As the pro­ 
ceedings today had been of such a char­ 
acter as those* of the preceding days, it 
was evident to the Chair that these mo­ 
tions were made for the purpose of ob­ 
struction and delay. The Chair had al­ 
ready ruled upon this point, and an 
appeal had been taken and the decision 
of the Chair had been sustained. 
McCreary then rose to a question of 
privilege. 
The Speaker—There ’cannot bo n 
question of personal privilege when the 
üemand for the previous question is 
pending. 
After some further discussion a vote 
was taken on the demand for the previ­ 
ous question, and was defeated; yeas 
157, navs nothing. 
During the calling of the roll Springer 
held a consultation with McKinley, the 
result of which was that the Democrats 
made no further opposition, and the bill 
was referred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means without a division. Then, 
on motion of McKinley, the House ad­ 
journed. 
It is expected a code of rules will be 
reported tomorrow.

The discussion continued 
until 5 o’clock, when the roll was called 
upon ratifying the treaty. The motion to 
ratify was adopted with only twelve neg­ 
ative votes. 
A m o n g the bills introduced and refer­ 
red was one by Wolcott for the admission 
of tho State of Now Mexico, end one by 
Plumb for the protection of the American 
bison.

Iugalls presented a petition asking for 
tho appropriation of $100 per capita for 
emigrants to Liberia.

T he Ju iliie* * of the .Dem ocratic 
PoMltlon P la in ly Set F orlli. 
W a sh in g t o n , February 4.—Ex-«Speak­ 
er Carlisle’s address to the country ex­ 
plaining the position of the Democratic 
members of the House, says in PBT* 
Although nearly two montliB have 
elapsed einco the committee on r ilea 
was appointed, it has made no report, 
except the partial one made on the Jth 


of December, and consequently the 
House has been compelled to conduct 
its 
business 
without 
any 
rule 
or system, except general parlia­ 
mentary law as construed by the Speaker 
The American House of Representatives 
has been during all this time, and Biill 
is, so far as rules for its government are 
concerned, in precisely the same con­ 
dition as a popular meeting or political 
convention, in which the chairman and 
his partisans absolutely control all the 
proceedings. No measure can get before 
the House for consideration, unless the 
Speaker chooses to allow it to be 
presented, and the members have no 
meaus of knowing in advance what they 
are to be called upon to diecuss or 
decide. 
Tuis is the first time in our history that 
a legislative assembly, or even a public 
meeting, has attempted to transact busi­ 
ness for any considerable period without 
a regular code of rules prescribing the 
order of proceedings, and the inconven- 
ie.ee and injustice resulting from such 
attempt has been forcibly illustrated in 
the present instance. This personal and 
partisan domination of the House was 
submitted to, though not without re­ 
peated protest, until we became con­ 
vinced that it was the deliberate purpose 
of tho Speaker and his supporters to pro­ 
ceed without rules to oust the Democratic 
members whose seats are contested, and 
admit their Republican opponents. 
On January 29th the Committee on 
Elections called up a contested election 
case, and Ihe Democratic members de­ 
termined that in the absence of rule3 it 
should not be considered if they could 
prevent it by any proper parliamentary 
proceedings. Accordingly they raised 
the question of consideration, demanded 
the yeas and nays, and on the call of the 
roll, refrained from voting. The result 
was that 
less 
thau a constitu­ 
tional quorum voted, but the Speaker, 
in 
violation 
of 
the 
uniform 
practice of the House for more than a 
century, proceeded to count members 
who were present but not voting, and 
declared thut the House had decided to 
take the case up. From this decision an 
appeal was taken, and on a motion to lay 
the appeal on the table the yeas and 
nays were teken and leas than a quorum 
voted; but the Speaker again counted 
members not voting and decided the 
motion agreed to, and his ruling was 
thereby sustained. 
The Cons'itution of the United States 
provides that n majority of each House 
shall constitute a quorum to do 
business; but 
a smaller numbi-r 
may 
adjourn 
from day to day 
day, and may be authorized to compel 
the attendance of abspnt members in 
such a manner and under such penalties 
as each House may provide. 
Another clause of the Constitution re­ 
quires each House to keep a journal of 
its proceedings, and provides that when 
one-fifth of the members present desire 
it, the yeas and nays shall be taken on 
any questiou and entered on the journal. 
Since the beginning of the Govern­ 
ment under the Constitution, more than 
100 years ago, the House of Representa­ 
tives and the Sánate have uniformly con­ 
s'rued the first clause of tho Constitu­ 
tion quoted above to mean that a major­ 
ity of all the members-elect must be 
present and actually participate in the 
transaction of business, and that when­ 
ever upon the call of the yeas and navs 
it appeared from the journal, which is the 
only official record, that less than a 
constitutional quorum voted on any prop­ 
osition, the vote was a nullity, and no 
further business could be done until the 
requisite number appeared and voted. 
in order to secure certainty and stabil­ 
ity in the administration of law, it is a 
rule in our jurisprudence that when a 
particular construction of the Constitu­ 
tion or a etatute has been for a long time 
acquiesced to, not only by those whose 
duty it is to execute it, but also by those 
whose personal and property rights are 
affected by it, the courts will recog- 
nizo it as the true construction. 
Even 
if 
this 
were 
an 
original 
question it would not be difficult 
to show that a practical construction of 
theO onetifcution which ha-< prevailed in 
Hou-'e and Senate for over a hundred 
yearn, is the correct one. Speaker Reed 
himself, when of the minority on ihe 
floor of the House, staled that to be the 
true meaning aud true philosophy of the 
Cuustitulion when he said : “The consti­ 
tutional idea of a quorum is not the pres­ 
ence of a majority of all members in the 
House, but a majority of the members 
present and participating in the business 
of the House. It is not their visible 
presence, but their judgment and votes 
which the Constitution calls for." 
General Garfield, Mr. Blaine, Mr 
Conger, Mr. Robeson and other eminent 
Republicans have taken the same posi­ 
tion. 
When, therefore, the present 
Speaker repudiated this settled construc­ 
tion of the Constitution, we considered 
it our duty as a part of 
the 
representatives of 
tho 
people 
to 
enter our protests in every form 
available to us under the circumstances, 
We are not contending tor the right of the 
minority to govern, aa the supporters of 
the Speaker have endeavored to make 
the country believe. On the contrary, 
wo are denying the right of the minority 
to eject members from their seats or to 
pass laws for the government of the 
people. 
. 
. 
Under the Constitution a majority of 
the House constitute a quorum to do 
business, and we are simply insisting 
that less than a majority shall not do 
business. We are contending that the 
majority shall take the responsibility 
which properly belongs to them, aud 
shall come into the H oub3 and vote if 
they desire to control the proceedings, 
and we are protesting against their right 
to carry their measures by counting us 
when we do not vote. 
The claim of the majority that they 
have a right to govern the House with­ 
out attending its sessions and taking 
part in tho conduct of its business, is too 
preposterous tj require refutation. It 
muat be evident to any one who under 
stands the position taken by the Demo­ 
cratic minority in the House, that it 
cannot possibly result in any injury to 
the country or in any injustice to the 
majority. Its only effect will be to com­ 
pel the Republican majority elected by 
the people to assume the responsioility 
imposed upon them. 
On the other hand no one can foresee 
the evila that may result from the inau­ 
guration of tho practice of counting votes 
not cast in 
order 
to make 
a 
quorum. 
Under 
it 
a 
minority 
of the members-elect to the House 
and Senate may pass most tyrannical 
laws for tho oppression of the people and 
the most corrupt laws for the spoliation 
of the public treasury. 
Whether 
so 
intended 
or 
not, 
its 
direct 
tendency 
is 
to 
break down the 
barriers 
heretofore 
existing 
for 
the protection of citizens against the 
encroachments of power and the spolia­ 
tion of the treasury, by destroying the 
limitations which the Constitution has 
wisely imposed upon the Legislative 
department. Constitutions are made 
to retrain 
majorities and protect 
minorities. A majority ruling without 
¡imitations or restraint upon its power, 
is a pure despotism, and ii inconsistent 
with our system of government. 


JUDICIARY CENTENNIaE. 
T h e D epartm ent «I Ju stice Cele­ 
brates Its C eu tcn lal. 
N ew Y o rk, February 4 .— The sad 
events of the last few days at Washing­ 
ton dimmed considerably the celebration 
of the Centennial of the Federal Judi­ 
ciary inaugurated this morning. 
The 
weather, too, wao very unfavorable, a 
heavy rain falling. The attendance at 
the exercises in the Metropolitan opera 
house was the most noted that ever 
filled the magnificent buildiDg. 
Dis­ 
tributed about the galleries were banners 
and shieldB bearing the coats of arms of 
the various States. The interior of the 
building waa otherwise elaborately 
decorated. On the right of the stage, in 
the front row, were seated the members 
of the United States Supreme Court. 
Ex-Preddent Grover Cleveland pre­ 
sided. Others seated on the stage in­ 
cluded ex-Justice William Strong, Sen­ 
ator Evartn, T. J. Semmea, of New 
Orleans; General William T. Sherman, 
Ohauncey M. Depew and David Dudley 
Field. 
Whilo the distinguished gathering were 
ieaving their carriages at the door, and 
filling the seats until there was standing 
room only, the grand symphony orches­ 
tra played the coronation march over­ 
ture, to Zampa and the Amer ioau 
fantasia. 
EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND Sl'EAKS. 
When the last air had been played, ex­ 
President Cleveland stepped forward. 
He was cheered to the echo, and some 
minutes elapsed before he could speak. 
Bowing his acknowledgments and ex­ 
pressing his appreciation of the generous 
welcome accorded him, Mr. Cleveland 
delivered a brief introductory address, in 
which, among other things, he said: “In 
the work of creating our nation, the ele­ 
ments of free government were sup­ 
plied by concessions of the sovereign 
States, by surrender of their accustomed 
rights, and by tbe inspiration 
of 
pure 
and 
disinterested patriotism. 
If from these elements there had not 
been evolved that feature in our Federal 
system, which is our theme today, the 
structure might have been fair to look 
upon and might have presented a sem­ 
blance of solidity; but it Would have 
been only a semblance, and the com­ 
pleted edifice would have bad within its 
foundations the infirmity of decay and 
ruin " 
PROGRAMME OF EXERCISES. 
Rev. Morgan Dix then led in prayer. 
Ex-Judge Arnoux, of the Now York 
Bar Association, next delivered a brief 
address of welcome. 
The next address was on the “Origin 
of the Supreme Court of ihe United 
8tatea aud its Place in the Constitution," 
by the veteran lawyer, Willian Allen 
Butler. 
Hon. Henry Hitchcock then spoke on 
the powers of the Supreme Court, and 
thore of the Constitution. 
Mr. Hitchcock was followed by Hon. 
Thomas Semmes, of Louisiana, who 
spoke on the “Personal Characters of 
Chief Justices.” 
Then Hon. Edward J. Phelps, of Ver­ 
mont, delivered an address on “The 8u 
preme Court and the Sovereignty of me 
People." 
Chief Justice Fuller then introduced 
Justice Field, who responded on behalf 
of the Supreme Court. 
JUSTICE FIELD’S ADDRESS. 
Following is a synopsis of the address 
of Justice Field: 
lu every age and with every people, 
there have been celebrations for triumphs 
in war; for battles won on land and sea, 
and for triumphs of peace; bat never un­ 
til now has there been in any country a 
celebration like this, to commemorate 
the establishment of a judicial tribunal, 
as a co-ordinate and permanent branch 
of its government. This celebration 
had ita inspiration in a profound 
reverenco for the Constitution of the 
United States as the sure and only means 
of preserving the Union, with its inesti­ 
mable bleedings, and the conviction that 
this tribunal has materially contributed 
to its just appreciation and ready obedi­ 
ence to its authority. Experience has 
shown that in a country of great terri 
toria extent and varied interests, peace 
and lasting prosperity can exist with a 
civilized people only when local affairs 
are controlled by tho local authorities; 
and at the same time there are lodged in 
the general Government of the country 
such sovereign powers aB will enable it 
to regulate the intercourse of ita people 
with foreign nations and between com­ 
munities; protect them in all their rigbts 
in euch intercourse; defend the country 
against invasion and domestic violence, 
and maintain the supremacy of the laws 
throughout its whole domain. 
“This principle the framers of the 
Constitution act.-d upon in establishing 
the Government of the Union by leaving 
unimpaired the power of the States to 
coutrol all matters of local interest and 
creating a new Government of the sov­ 
ereign powers for matters of general and 
national concern. They thus succeeded 
in reconciling local self-government, or 
home rule, as it is termed, with the ex­ 
ercise of national sovereignty for national 
purposes. Under this dual Government 
each State may pursue the policy best 
suited to its people and resources, though 
unlike that of another State. 
And now, with its history in the cen­ 
tury past, what is needed that the Su­ 
preme Court of the United Slates should 
sustain its character and be as useful in 
the century to come? I answor, as the 
matter of first consideration, that it 
should not be overborne with work ; and 
by that I mean it should have 
ome relief from the immense burden 
now cast upon it. This can only be 
done by legislative action, aud in deter 
raiuiog what measures shall be adopted 
for that purpose, Congress will undoubt­ 
edly receive with favor suggestions from 
the bar associations of the country. 
In view of the conditions of the 
court, its crowded docket, the multitude 
of questions constantly brought before it 
of the greatest and «most extended iuflu 
ence,.surely it has a right to call upon 
the country to give it as ’istance and re­ 
lief. Something must he done in that 
direction and should be done speedily to 
prevent tho delays now existing. To 
delay justice is pernicious; to deny it is 
tyranny. Onecf the most precious arti­ 
cles of Magna Charta was that in which 
the King declared he would not deny or 
del«y to any man justice or right, and 
assuredly what the barons of England 
wrung from their monarch the people of 
the United States will not refuse to any 
suitor for justice in their tribunals 
Rev. Talbot W. Chambers pronounced 
the benediction.

existence entirely. A very radical am en d ­ 
m ent to th e C onstitution on th e subject 
of city charters will have to be adopted 
before any plan of local governm ent we 
m ay adopt will be of any use to us.

B ut to have it euddenly th ru st upon

purpose, an d arb itrarily shoved down 
th e th ro a ts of those wlio protested, by a 
Speaker w ho 
assum ed th e autocratic 
pow er of doing so, is revolting to every 
sense of rig h t an d justice of m en who are 
n o t carried away by blind partisanship. 
T h e H ouse has been orgarrzed for two 
m o n th s, and duriDg th a t whole tim e the 
C om m ittee on R ules, controlled by the 
R epublican m ajority, have designedly 
held back th e ir report of a set of rules to 
govern th e session.

Uem ollshlng the City Clmrter 
T he S uprem e C ourt has interpreted 
aw ay an o th er provision of onr city char­ 
te r in deciding th a t Police Justices can­ 
n o t be elected nnder it. 
T hus, little by 
little, th e in stru m en t is w iped out, until 
it is now difficult to sav w hat portion of 
i t will stan d th e te st of scrutiny of the 
Suprem e C ourt. 
A s we u n d erstan d the 
reasoning of th e p resen t decision, the 
Police Justices would have been legally 
in office if th e city ch a rter h ad passed 
th e Legislature by bill instead of only 
h aving been 
adopted 
by resolution. 
T h e 
C onstitution 
requires 
th a t the 
L egislature 
sh all 
establish 
all 
in­ 
ferior courts th a t m ay be required in 
an y incorporated city or tow n, or city and 
county, and it is h e li th a t th e creation 
of these offices through th e m ere adop­ 
tion cf th e ch a rter by a resolution of the 
Legislature is not such a creation of the 
courts as is contem plated b y tb e organic 
law . In o th er w ords th ey are n o t created 
an d established by an act of th e Legis­ 
latu re. 
As these objections w ould have

It Rava: On the 7th of th is moon, at the 
Yang-iso Kiang river, near Nanking, at 
about 10 a. m ., when the weather wa9 
bright, was suddenly heard a rushing

disturbed, and the river 
was full of large waves. 
The two clouds 
eventually reached a place called Tait*Li-

fifty were picked up in an exbauFted 
condition by the Chinese Life Preserving 
Association.

Ju dge S ta n to n Saya He Will H o ld 
Court. 
T h e effect oi th e decision of th e Su­ 
prem e C ourt in th e Toal case upon the 
police courts of thia city was one of th e 
p rincipal topics of discussion in legal 
circles y esterday. 
It was the general im ­ 
pression th a t th e decision had th e effect 
of en tirely abolishing th e police court*, 
alth o u g h it does not say so in exact terras. 
T h e decision, after review ing th e case, 
sa y s : 
T he m ain point relied upon by th e d e­ 
fen d an t seem s to be th a t the Police 
C o u rt of th e City of Los A ngeles, before 
th e judge of w hich h is prelim inary e x ­ 
am in atio n w as held, and by whose order 
h e was com m itted for trial before th e 
Superior C ourt of Los A ngeles county, 
w as not a legal court, and th a t th e judge 
thereof was n ot authorized by th e con­ 
stitution of 
th e State to perform any 
function w hatever as a com m itting, or 
o th er, m agistrate. 
T he defendant m ade 
a motion iu due tim e th a t th e inform a­ 
tion be set aside upon th e ground th a t 
before the filing thereof he had not been 
legally com m itted 
by a 
m agistrate, 
u nder 
section 995, Penal 
Code. 
If 
in 
fact 
he 
was not 
legally 
com ­ 
m itte d 
by 
a m agistrate, 
the 
noint 
m ad e is well taken. 
In support of this 
contention, th e defendant declares th a t 
th e provisions of th e ch arter of th e City 
of Los A ngeles, under an d by virtue of 
w hich L. S tanton, E sq., th e Police Judge 
w ho sat as com m it'ing m agistrate in his 
case, was elected and claim s to exercise 
th e functions of m agistrate, are in viola­ 
tion of article 6, section 1 .of the State 
C o n stitu tio n ; th a t th e jo in t resolution j 


case also 
and 
should the sam e be 
granted he is confident of obtaining a 
reversal of th e jadgm eD t. 
In th e m ean­ 
tim e he will continue tp try m inor of­ 
fenders un til th e Suprem e Court decides 
th a t he has no jurisdiction over them , as 
it h as already doDe in th e felony case. 
H e says he has consulted several promi 
n e n t attorneys and th ey concurred in his 
opinion and advised h im to hold on to 
h is position. 
Police Judgo ow en s, how ever, is un 
w illing to com m it him self one way or the 
o ther, but as he has dism issed m ost of 
th e S tate offenders who had been brought 
up before h im , it would appear that he 
w as prepared to abide by the decision. 
F o r th e present, a t any rate, all State 
offenders arrested by th e police depart­ 
ment. w ill be taken before Justice Austin, 
and in a great num ber of cases, those 
persons w ho have been already arrested 
and taken before th e police judges, have 
been rearrested on new com plaints filed 
in th e Ju stice’s C ourt. 
C ity A ttorney M cFarland is of th e opin­ 
ion th a t th e decision takes the police 
courts out of existence, and states th at 
no m ore com plaints will be sworn to 
before th e police judges. 
H e rem arked 
yesterday th a t th e S uprem e C ourt had 
passed a retrenchm ent ordinance w hich 
will save th e city ¡(5,800 per year.

A nd th is view is strengthened 
w h en we com e to consider section 6 of 
article 11, in reference t© corporations, 
w hich is in these w ords: 
“ And all 
ch arters thereof fram ed or adopted by 
au th o rity of th is constitution shall be 
su bject to an d controlled by general 
la w s.” 
If th e w hole ch arter had been duly 
passed by th e L egislature and approved 
by th e G overnor, or passed over his veto 
an d in all respects tak en in th e ordinary 
form of th e Legislative enactm ent of the 
co nstitution, 
section 
16, 
article 
4, 
we are not prepared to say if do general 
law s on th e sam e subject have rem ained 
in force, b u t th a t a police or inferior 
court as established w ould be w ithin th e 
term s of th e constitutional provisions 
above adverted to. 
A nother feature connected w ith th e 
m atter in h an d , w hich although not 
urged, is, u n d er th e circum stances, of 
such im portance as to deserve at least a 
passing m ention. 
I t is a fact, as we 
th in k , not only (as appears from th e pre­ 
am ble of th e resolution adopted by th e 
ch a rter of Los A ngeles) th a t it is a city 
of m ore th an ten and under one hundred 
thousand in h ab itan ts, but th a t it is a city 
of m ore th a n th irty and under oue h un­ 
dred th ousand in h ab itants.

law an d to be found in th e constitution 
of 1885, page 213; and th a t th e Police 
Court u n d er th e ch a rter hud no ex ist­ 
ence and no jurisdiction to try m isde­ 
m eanors or any o ther offenses know n to 
law. 
I t follows, therefore, as it seem s to
